The talk on

mediate revenge on tho.euspected law- 
breakers 'as It had been since Tues- 
day. The word was "Walt till the sol- 
diers go." 


• Cairo r.woke today, or at least that 
portion of It which slept, more or less 
dazed from the events of the night. 
but the sober after thought of the po- 
sition In which the community had 
been placed before the country at large 
has not yet begun to manifest Itself. 


Ready fop Trouble. 


' For this reason the authorities are 
prepared for a renewal of trouble to- 
night. . Last night's 
mob numbered 


many prominent citizens In Its mem- 
bershlp and few of them attempted -to 
conceal their Identity from the 'sherlYC 
and other officials who stood . helpless 
watching the lynching. . 


Alexander was lodged In the 
jail 


only after 'the police had duped the 
mob by dressing him in a policeman's 
uniform and rushing him about the 
city.

Of James' body nothing remained. 


The mutilated, corpse was 'dragged 


?. from the scene of the lynching, to the 


> alley where the body of Miss Pelley 


••was found, where It was decapitated 
and the Head placed on a pole. The 
torso was cut open and the heart-taken 
out .and divided Into small .bits' and 
passed among the crowd for souvenirs. 
The rope was soaked in the victims 
blood and- also1 divided among the 
lynchers. -What was left was burned. 
The : head remained on the pole long 
after .daylight. Not an undertaker In 
the city would take charge of It and 
finally the city's "dead wagon" was 
sent to the place. It Is supposed the 
head was burled in the city dump. 


Before the head was disposed of 


thousands of morbidly curious people 
swarmed about the neighborhood. 


•A goodlj' portion of this' crowd was. 


composed of women and children both 
white and colored. 
Youngsters who 


were too small to see easily1 were 
raised above the heads of the crow<J 


• often by their parents. The crpwd was 
so dense that the dead wagon had 
difficulty, in forcing its way through. 


Troops appeared -on the streets of 


the city within a .few hours after the 
local authorities had appealed to Gov. 
Deneen. 
The Cairo militia, company 


K, pf the" fourth regiment, hastily got 
together was on duty shortly after the 
second lynching had taken place. 


The Carbondale organization, com- 


pany C, of the same regiment, arrived 
at daylight. At noon a special train 
brought company G from Eftinghani 
and portions "of other commands. 
Be- 


fore dark tonight It was expected fully 
400 militia would be cordoned about 
the jail. 
" 


The .Jail Is surrounded by members 


of company N, of Cairo, and the differ- 
ent companies of the militia as they 
arrive, are being stationed along th». 
streets where the mob congregated 
during the night. 


Many citizens while .condemning the 


action of the mobs, are satisfied with 
the night's work. Mayor Parsons this 
morning said he did not anticipate any 
further trouble. 


Five other companies . of the state 


militia arrived before noon and it was 
expected the 800 men would be able' 
to prevent .any outbreak tonight The 


. city was (jiiiet today. • No effort has 


yet been made to "learn the names of 
the leaders of the mobs.

lice will attempt to show the grand

W. Tucker," a chauffeur, also colored, 
conspired with Thomas Jefferson Hall, 
or Hoal, to rob the'bank yesterday and 
that Tucker, who was shot 
through 


the body, was not shot purposely but 
received his wound 
accidentally in

which resulted In J. II. Fawcett, the 
bank's cashier, being killed and J. K. 
Woodward, Its president, being seri- 
ously wounded. 


Seemed to B« Friendly. 


Tucker, it Is said, ran from the bank 


after the shooting, dropped a gunny- 
sack on the sidewalk and sought refuge 
In 
a drugstore. 
May 
Zimmerman, 


clerk In a laundry ,told the police to- 
day that she saw Hall and 
Tucker 


talking in a friendly way In the auto- 
mobile In which they had come from 
Louisville and that Hall did not dis- 
play a weapon. The police do not be- 
lieve, they say, that Tucker was forced 
under threat of death to drive Hall 
from Louisville to New Albany, as the 
prisoner said.

His step- 
mother, who visited-him early today 
was asked what sort of hovels the boy 
read. 


"Oh, I don't know their names" was 


the reply, "but -he always kept three or 
four nevv' ones in- the house. As fast 
as one was- read he would trade it for 
another. He was never without them." 


The boy's father says the lad Is -not 


Insane. "He Is Just mean." 


It developed, today that Hall had ar- 


ranged with a negro expressman to be 
at his father's store on Preston street 
at noon yesterday to take 'a box of 
freight to the Louisville & Nashville 
depot. This Is supposed to be the box 
in which Hall had arranged to make 
his escape. 
The boy admitted today 


that he had read the-accounts of the 
robbery of a bank-in Chicago about 
ten days ago by a man who escaped in 
an. automobile but later . committed 
suicide, and had planned his deed as 
near in duplicate as he could arrange 
the details. ' : • • 


THE BOY IS DEGENERATE. 


" Louisville, Ky., Nov. 12.—Fired by 
the daring deeds of dime novel heroes 
and seeking to emulate their bravado 
acts, Thomas'Jefferson'Hall, not yet 
17 years old, Is today held a prisoner 
in the Indiana' reformatory, a weak 
and 
pitiful wisp - of humanity, his 


"bravery" gone and himself a sad ex- 
ample of youth led astray by the in- 
iquitous teachings of'the cheap variety 
of yellowback literature. 


Late last evening the identity of the 


stripling, who at 11 o'clock 'yesterday 
morning stepped from an automobile 
and 'entered the Merchants' National 
bank, at New Albany, Ind., where he 
shot to death the cashier, Jacob Han- 
gary Fawcett, seriously shot the presi- 
dent, John K. Woodward, and prob- 
ably fatally wounded a negro, Walter 
Tucker, chauffeur for Walter E. Scott 
of Louisville^ was established as Hal 
arid from this Identification comes the 
unraveling of a .story \Jiat is seldom 
paralleled In the most lurid fiction. 


At the homo of young Hall's fath,- 


er, William J. Hall, 802 South Preston 
street, ,where detectives finally were 
led by the various clews that unfold- 
ed themselves, the aged father, after 
bearing a minute description ot th< 
young bandit, tearfully admitted tha' 
the prisoner was his son. Then and 
there the old man told the boy's life 
story.

"Tom's mother was a' drunkard,' 


declared the parent between sobs. 


"Tears ago 'I left her and secured a 


divorce, taking little Tom with me 
When he was a mere Infant one day 
he was playing in the street In fron 
of our home when his mother WES in 
an upstairs room In a bestial condl 
tlon. Peering out of the window she 
saw the child and In her maudlin state 
hurled a large platter down at him 
It struck him full on the head and for 
a time we thought he would not live 
For months ho was not conscious an 
at Intervals he appeared demented.

Cairo, ill., Nov. 12.—With two men 


ynched by an angry mob, another in 
mmlnent danger ana the streets filled 
with wild-eyed men, Cairo,' after a 
sleepless night of murder 
and riot, 


waited anxiously thkr morning for the 
lundreds' of soldiers on the way to 
quell the mob at the orders of Gov- 
ernor Deneen. 


Will "Froggy" James,, a negro, con- 


'essed - murderer of Annie Pelley, was 
hanged, riddled with bullets and burned 
early 
last, night," after a thousand 


armed -men had chased Sheriff Davis 
and the negro for twenty-four hours 
and selzed'.the prisoner. 


Henry Salzner, white, held for wife 


murder, was later taken from a steel 
cell In the county Jail.and hanged and 
shot by'the .infuriated men who up to 
Jiat time were unsuccessful In cap- 
turing Arthur Alexander, a negro Im- 
plicated by James as accomplice in. 
the slaying of Miss Pelley. 


Alexander was at last found.by the 


police, who succeeded In eluding the 
mob' by a ruse.

The transcript in Justice Mul- 
ler's court under which Warriner was 
hold in $20,00.0 bail has been copied 
preparatory to 'its presentation to the 
next grand jury which will convene 
Monday, Nov. 22.

Paris. Nov. 12.—Many; well dressed, 


stylish appearing women managed to 
gain entrance to the gloomy, stifling 
court room today to hear the conclud- 
ing arguments in the trial of Mme. 
Marjjherlta Stclnhell tor the murder 
of her husband ana step-mother. Tho 
accused woman, deathly pale, walked 
unaided Into the court room, but her 
step was mechanical and h«r arms 
hung limply at her sides. When she 
had taken her place In the dock she 
seemed hardly to have the strength 
to look about her and sat with lower- 
ed eyes like one In a dream as the 
red-robed judge advocate resumed his 
merciless arraignment. 


Reconstructs the Tragic Scenes. 
Beginning with the words. "We will 


live again the tragic night," Trouard 
Rlolle, who 'had opened his summing 
up for the prosecution yesterday in 
cold, dispassionate words, undertook 
to reconstruct the scenes In the Stein- 
heil home on the night of the tragedy 
and on the morning; following, when 
the crime was discovered. He mar- 
shalled testimony ot the witnesses to 
establish contention that the burglars' 
story was a fabrication and tho pre- 
tended binding of Mme. Stsinhell a 
farce; that the money claimed to have 
been stolon never existed, and that 
the jewels which tho widow asserted 
had been taken from the house were 
afterward found In her possession.

Gompers expressed doubt whether a 
writ of error was available In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He said

attorneys

court might grant a writ of'certlorari 
In view. ajr. Gompers said." of 
the 


"generally accepted opinion that this 
case ought to be brought'to the high- 
est court of the United States in order 
that thu principles involved may be 
tested." 
The speaker was 
doubtful 


whether the principles involved could 
be properly brought before the court 
by writ of habeas corpus., 


Want 'liiue Decided. 


"Either we have the right of free 


speech and free press or we have not," 
said Mr. Compere, "and wo want the 
court to say so. Whether we will go 
to jail I do not know. I have an abid- 
ing faith In tile justice of our cause 
and I can only express 'the hope that 
tho higher courts of our land will Im- 
mortalize themselves by tb« reincar- 
nation of the magna charta -rjBj the 
constitution of the United States."

Sharp, member of congress from the 
Uorain, O.. district; W. H. Hart, of 
Huntington: Krank M. Taylor and oth- 
ers. 
Mr. Cilhums referred 
to

growth of the present movement from 
its stftrt In a smnll way In 'this city 
two years ago. and declared that It is 
making progress from the fact that 
the people 'are acquiring a conviction 
that the proposition is both Just mid 
important. 


Congressman Sharp urged the ne- 


cessity of water transportation as a 
matter of competition In order that 
the people might secure their rights, 
ind declared his belief that the Mich- 
Kan nnd Erie canal suggestion is a 
fenslble one and ought to have sup- 
port. Mr. Hart declared that Hunt- 
ngton was In earnest in supporting 
the proposition and could he depended 
upon to work for It. Representatives 
of other cities also spoke briefly. 


Dealt With Actual Conditions. 


The address of Frank B. Taylor, of 


this city, v.-os both unique and Inter- 
esting, dealing as It did with topo- 
graphic and geological conditions of 
he country through which the pro- 
posed canal must pass. 
Mr. Taylor 


used a stereopticon, nnd he 
threw 


upon'a screen as he talked maps and 
photographs of the region, talked of 
ts soil nnd 
topographic 
conditions, 


and set forth effectively his conclu- 
sions why. the Fort Wayne route Is 
jy all odds the better. Mr. Taylor also 
introduced the 
following resolution, 


which was adopted: 


"Whereas, Since It Is the policy of 


he United, States 
government 
to 


make an accurate topographical con- 
tour map of the entire area of the 
United States, • and since nearly one- 
half of that great area has now been 
thus mapped, including nearly all of 
Ohio and a small -area of Indiana 
near Chicago, and since these maps 
are great and 
almost 
indispensable 


afds In the studr and determination 
of canal routes; 'be It 


"Resolved, That ^our United States 


senators and representatives and our 
state legislators of Indiana, Ohio, Illi- 
nois and New York be 'urged by all 
honorable means to make 
such ar- 


rangements as may be necessary to 
have this survey extended so as to 
cover the northern part of Indiana and 
that part of northwestern Ohio which 
yet remains unfinished and to have the 
area surveyed made to' cover the re- 
gion of all of the. proposed routes of a 
deep waterway from 'Lake Michigan 
to Lake Erie, and to have this survey 
completed at the earliest 
possible 


date." 


Another resolution adopted was in- 


troduced by Judge 0. N. Heaton. 
It 


voiced the thanks of the convention to 
the Elks for the use of the temple, the 
newspapers, Chairman C. R. Lane, of 
the 
executive 
committee, and 
the 


various members of congress who had 
addressed the gathering.

Panarn* Canal and Waterway-Projects 


Exhaust the Corps, ' 


Washington, Nov. 12.—With the in- 


crease of interest In the Improvement 
of waterways and the construction of 
the Panama canal claiming 7-per cent 
of his officers, General Marshall, chief, 
of engineers of the United States army, 
1ms begun a. campaign for an increase 
In the number of. officers In the corps 
of engineers. 
Instead of 188 officers, 


he says, there should be at least 248 
with its present enlistment. 
Should 


tho recommendation be accepted a still 
larger number of officers 
would be 


needed. In his annual report General 
Marshall stated that out of a total of 
182 officers now in the corps only 48 
were on duty wholly under the control 
of the chief ot engineers. 


Dr. Hurty Meets Great En- 


couragement in His 


Campaign. 


That tuberculosis can be eradicated 


by a determined and continued hy- 
gienic campaign Is the nrm belief 'of 
Dr. J. N'. Hurty. secretary of th» state 
board of health, who lectured to two 
good-sized audiences at the public li- 
brary yesterday afternoon 
and last 


night. He noted that there had been 
a very material decrease in the death 
rate in the last twenty years and said 
this is encouraging in view of the fact 
that the prevention fight had not been 
waged to a very great extent in that 
time. 


Plenty of fresh air for patients with 


precautions against promiscuous spit- 
ting are two of the points urged by 
the physician in his lectures and the 
ordinary precautions along these lines, 
he salO, ought to be redoubled where 
there are children in the families of th« 
afflicted. 


There was great interest In the talks 


and the exhibits which were kept all 
day in the building and so zealous Is 
tho doctor In the work that he has 
impressed his assistants with the mag- 
nitude of the work and he said tluit 
while results tiro coming slowly they 
are being obtnined and that he looks 
very soon for a very material decrease 
in the death rule. 


Some of the figures lie gavo were 


astounding und along this line he said:. 


"The Charleston disaster cost 100 


lives. 
Tuberculosis in Allen 
county 


alone In one year cost 115 lives. The 
Stin Francisco lire lost 390 lives while 
In Marlon county alone 570 lives were 
lost In one year from tuberculosis. Six 
thousand lives were lost In the Galvcs- 
ton Hood, but In New York etate in 
one year, 18,000 lives were wiped out 
by thla unnecessary and preventable 
disease. 


"Tuberculosis Is unlike other dis- 


eases In that It usually claims Its vic- 
tim while he or she Is in the bread- 
winning period of their lives. 
At a 


time when they are just beginning to 
get a start in tho world. Four thou- 
sand four hundred and 
seventy-one 


deaths In 1907, or two-thirds of the to- 
tal number of deaths In the state were 
between 'the a^es of fifteen and fifty. 
It Is truly a poor man's affliction chiefly 
on account of his 
unfavorable 
en- 


vironments which make it more hard 
to fight. The total cost oC the disease 
in one Individual Is $765, and the grand 
total In the ye-r 1907 amounted to the 
gigantic 
sum 
of 
$3,459,330. 
This 


amount would build us a new state 
house each year, or could build the 
people of Alle.n 
county three 
court 


houses such as you have. In one year. 


"The disease Is the greatest orphan 


producer that 
tho world 
has ever 


known. The total number of orphans 
until .they reach an age when they can 
support themselves will cost the state 
approximately $2,000',000."

about as barbarous a opectacle as trm 
country lias yet seen. " 


It had been a foregone conclusion 


th?> if the people of Cairo and vicinity 
should Jay hands on the murderer of 
the Pellej- girl he would be lynched. 
Public feeling was high over the crime 
that" tfas Invested with revolting atroc- 
ities and that 
summary vengeance 


should be taken .is not itself" in any 
way unusual. ; But the free rein given 
to .the worst instincts of savagery as 
so shockingly manifested Jri the burn- 
ing of the dead ravlsher puts shame on 
our civilization. No question can b» 
raised o£ the unfltness of the negro 


• •wretch to live and the law doubtless 


would. In due process and time, have 
dealt by him as effectually as did the 
inob. Lynch law in any civilized com- 
munity Is disgraceful enough. . but 
when accompanied by such barbarities

Jet Trimmed Evening Gown 
taken up as soon as frost has killed 
the top growth. Of these gladioli and 
other law blooming annuals are ex- 
amples. Geranium roots may be kept 
from one season to another by the 
same treatment, which consists of pull- 
ins up the roots and shaking the earth 
from them and then 
exposing the 


growth to the sun to dry. It will take 
several days for the moisture to evap- 
orate, but the roots must be thoroughly 
dry before they are put away. 


Once well dried, each should have a 


string placwl around It and be hung 
where It will be cool, but not freeze. 
Cellars In which there are 
furnaces 


are usually at a proper temperature 
for these roots. When placing them 
for the season each root is to be kept 
separate, so the air can circulate about 
It. "Woodsheds are too cold for plant' 
storing. 


Geraniums that have bloomed all 


summer In the gardens are of no use 
for winter gardens Indoors, unless the 
branches are well trimmed to make nn 
entirely new growth, as all tho leaves 
will fall when the plants are brought 
indoors, and geraniums are so cheap 


now that it Is better to buy new 
young ones for the 
house, putting 


aside the old roots for out of door use 
the nest summer, when, owing to the 
winter's rest, they will bloom again 
freely. 


Except in the south, all plants left 


outdoors through the winter must be 
covered, the depth 'of the protection 
depending upon the severity of the cli- 
mate. For the covering a mulch ol 
old leaves and manure Is the best, for 
The latter supplies a little warmth. It 
must be dried, and not green, when 
the mixture Is made, or the roots will 
be unduly forced or burned. 


The custom of covering shrubs and 


plants with straw does not commend 
itself to gardeners, for the ma.teriat 
has an extraordinary capacity 
for 


holding cold. For instance, after snow 
or rain tho moisture 
goes through, 


reaching the roots. In the next cold 
snap It freezes, and the straw then 
serves to hold the cold and keep out 
the warmth of the sun. Thoroughly 
decayed leaves, with burlap, are bet- 
ter than straw, but best of all ar« 
leaves and well rotted manure.

Unless the scalp is kept in a healthy 


condition the hair cannot be luxuriant. 
I have said recently that, too frequent 
shampooing Is as bad as when wash- 
ing is omitted-at proper intervals, and' 
In my opinion four weeks at 
least 


should ejapse between shampoos. Even 
when there Is scalp 'weakness, taking 
the form of itching or eruptions, wash-' 
ing must be rarely1 done, and instead 
special mixtures must be rubbed on. 


There happens of late to have bepn 


many Inquiries, from my correspond- 
ents upon the treatment -to be given, 
to the head when the scalp shows 
eruptions. For that something at once 
healing and tonic must be applied, and 
the -lime water Is especially suited. I 
like a. lotion made from three drams 
of pure glycerine, which is healing, 
and four ounces of lime water,, the 
latter being both strengthening and' 
also something of a. disinfectant. .The 
two, 
thoroughly mixed, are applle'd to 


the scalp, night and morning, for two. 
weeks, trying to wet the hair as little 
as possible with the preparation. It-Is 
the scalp, not the locks, which need 
treatment. 


Before beginning with this it is well 


to shampoo and the work should be 
done by another person. 
The hair 


must first be parted, at close intervals, 
and into every division -as it -is made 
there may be rubbed a little carbollzed 
vaseline. 
The scalp should be made 


to. take up all it can. Following that, 
two raw eggs, beaten with'a table- 
spoonful of warm—not hot—water are 
well rubbed over the scalp and hair 
near the roots. 
Washing Is done in 


clear warm-water,'much rubbing be- 
ing required to bring out the grease. 
As soon as the head has been dried 
the glycerine and lime water are ap- 
plied. 
If carefully done • the applica- 


tion will not make the hair greasy. 


At the end cf two weeks of morning 


and nightly application of glycerine and 
lime water, it is well to use a pomade 
made from half an ounce of oil of 
mace, one ounce of coconnut oil,, one 
and one-halt ounces of clarified beef 
marrow that has been strained, one 
ounce of pure leaf lard, twenty-two 
minima of spirits of camphor. 
To 


these, while they are liquid, are added 
seven drops each of oils' of cloves, la- 
vender, 
mint, rosemary, sage and 


thyme. Following these, half an ounce 
of rectified spirits and- two drains of 
balsam of tolu aro put in. the last be- 
ing dissolved In tne spirits before add- 
ing. 
The mixture Is stirred until 


"set." It is massaged In, and is an 
excellent stimulating as well as heal- 
ing cream. 


Once a week,* three different times, 


while using this the scalp should be 
thoroughly cleaned with the glycerine 
and -lime water preparation, ami at 
the end of five weeks another shampoo 


should be given. If the scalp is healed 
In the meantime, the application first 
of vaseline will not be nepessary, for 
raw eggs alone -will be sufficient. 
If 


there remains the slightest trace of 
eruptions 
the 
carbolized 
vaseline 


should be put on.' 


As the 
head becomes thoroughly 


healthy a. tonic less greasy-than that 
given above may be substituted.

charging forgery In two counts, and 
tho affidavit wa^ filed Thursday after- 
noon In the circuit court. 


The arrest of Bryant Is the climax 


In a long story, and a man who Is 
sought by detectives at Champaign. 
111., and by the Chicago Pinkerton de- 
tectives. ls now in Jail In Warsaw a* 
a result of the clever work of Charle* 
Moon. Sheriff Edward Haas and Of- 
ficer Charles Douglas. 


About ten days ago Sheriff Haas re- 


ceived from Champaign, 111., a circu- 
lar giving a 'photograph of a -man 
wanted there for forgery, and saying 
that he was known as Bryant, Wil- 
liams and Schcrer. 


A week ago Bryant came to Warsaw 


and attempted to negotiate a note of 
J1QO, which was found afterwards by 
Walter Brubaker, whom he desired to 
indorse It, to be a forgery. On Wed- 
nesday of this week, Bryant. \vho had 
left town, returned to Warsaw and 
the officers arrested him and landed 
him In Jail. 


It was said the bank at Lecsburg 


bought up three of Bryant's 
forged 


notes. 
An Investigation was made 


and it was-found to be true. An affi- 
davit was then filed against Bryant, 
charging that he forged a note for $75, 
dated October 11, 1009, and then signed 
the name of W. S. Bryant to it. The 
second count charges that Bryant sold 
this note to the People's bank of Lees- 
burg. 


The officers had Intended at Jrst to 


turn the prisoner over to the officers 
of Chicago or Champaign, but had 'de- 
cided to make an Investigation before 
doing so. The prisoner now will be 
held on the charge against him in this 
county, and In the meantime, the of- 
ficers of Chicago and Champaign will 
be notified.

Cries of "Burn Him." 


At any rate he was not given much 


time in which to talk. The crowd had 
grown impatient and on all sides tl i 
cry "Burn him!" "Burn him!" was be- 
ing raised. Soon this grew to a per- 
fect roar and 
the 
directors of the 


lynching, who apparently had scru- 
ples against burning a human being 
alive, began to hasten their work. 


The rope was knotted tightly and 


slipped around James' neck. He was 
given a flnal push back, and then the 
rope, pulled by a hundred eager hands, 
tightened 
quickly 
and 
jerked 
Its 


straggling burden 
up into the air. 


There was no attempt on the part of 
the lynchers "to mitigate the horrors 
of the situation. 
Under the blinding 


glace of the electric light the body 
swung quickly into the air, the un- 
covered eyes of the murderer bulging 
and the form'jerking. 


And then, just as the tortured body 


had reached .a. point where every eye 
could see the awful agony which the 
dying murderer was undergoing, the 
ropu broke. 


Yell Shows Disappointment. 


Those who.heard the yell of rage and 


balked hatred that rang, up from the 
mob at that moment say they will 
never forget it. It roa« In the" night 
like the scream of a wounded wolf. 
Before It died and while the'dying ne- 
gro.'s living body was still in the air 
a score of pistols Hashed and a score 
of reports rang out. . The thud of the 
bullets could be heard as they crash- 
ed into the body. As It fell :t hun- 
dred persons.sprang forward to tram- 
ple upon It, to shoot Into ami even to 
curso it. 
His cud, though brutal In 


Its external manifestations, was mer- 
ciful in Its quickness. 
Enough bul- 


lets had been fired Into his body to 
kill a dozen men. 


Take Body to Alley. 


For a little time the mob paused. It 


was not appalled then by Its own 
work. It was not even sated. It was 
only wondering whnt to do next. Fin- 
ally the old cry of "Burn him! 
Burn 


him!" was raised. This contained the 
germ of a popular suggestion and in 
a moment the rent and shattered frag- 
ments of the murderer's body had 
been gathered together, a rope had 
been thrown around the neck and it 
was being dragged down the street. 
Someone at the head of the procession 
conceived the idea that it would be a 
fit expiation It James' body was burn- 
ed on the spot where the dead form 
of his girl victim had been found. 


"Take him to Pelley's," he scream- 


ed. "We'll burn him where ho killed 
her." 


Tho cry was received with a great 


cheer and the mob redoubled its pace 
toward the alley near, the Pelley home, 
where Anna Pelley's mutilated and 
almost nude body had been foimfl. 


Lynching of Salzner. 


Henry Salzner, a white man and A 


photographer by trade, who killed his 
wife last July with an axe, was taken- 
out of the county jail'at 11:40 o'clock 
by the mob and hanged to a telegraph 
pole and his body riddled with bul- 
lets,.-, , This lynching;, followed closely 
that of Will James, 'the negro, earlier 
In the evening.'' f • ' • 
• 
. 


The mob gave Salzner a chance to 


confess after the rope was around his 
neck, but he was so frightened that he 
could only mumble .that his sisters did 
the killing. The.mob grew furious at 
this and It was hard work to keep them 
off Salzner long enough to give him a 
chance to pray. The. mob finally sub- 
sided and a short religious service for 
the .benefit .of Salzner was held after 
which he1; was strung up, the rope be- 
ing placed over a telegraph pole at 
Twenty-first and Washington streets. 


Salzner's Crime. 


Salzner was born and reared here, 


being the son of Wm.-Salzner, a hide 
and wool buyer. Salzner was a photo- 
grapher and had been married about 
two years. It was known that he had 
had trouble with his wife and it Is 
said gave her no money for food for 
herself and two small babes. 


One night last July Salzner's wife 


was found at her home'with her skull 
fractured:-and a blood covered axe was 
found under the bed. 


The two babes were playing in the 


blood. 
Salzner had been seen bv 


neighbors about the house early in the 
evening- and after the crime was dis- 
covered Salzner was found at the home 
of his mother, where he often slept at 
night. All evidence pointed' to Salz- 
ner as the slayer of his wife and after 
the crime was' discovered Mrs. Salz- 
ner recovered enough .to accuse her 
husband of the crime. 


Mob Did Not Want to Waste Time. 
The public was incensed against 


him, and while a part of the mob was 
scouring the city for the-negro Alex- 
ander, time hung heavy on the hands 
of the balance of the mob and when 
some one suggested Salzner, the mob 
rushed for the county jail, where the 
man wanted was held in the steel 
cage. 


The sheriff and his crowd of depu- 


ties were pushed aside, and the bat- 
tering of the doors of the cage was at 
once begun with sledge hammers that 
had been secured. 


The mob found some difficulty in 


breaking the cage as It was an en- 
tirely steel structure but after a half 
hour of telling blows upon the door It 
gave way and Salzner was secured. 
The mob rushed him out of the back 
dcor of the Jail, which Is in the base- 
ment of the court house, around the 
building through the yard and out 
Into 
Washington 
avenue 
and 
up 


through.21st street, which Is a promi- 
nent corner and has a public square 
and where there was room enough to 
hold the crowd. Salzner was so badly 
frightened that he was little more than 
a crazy man. He cried and begged 
piteously for his lite which was met 
by cries and blows from the mob 


Mob Beats a Sympathizer. 


When Salzner was asked for his last 


statement, a man. a stranger In the 
crowd stepped forward and said he be- 
lieved Salzner was innocent, where- 
upon the mob fell upon him. kicked, 
struck him and ftnaliy knocked him 
down and It was by hard work by the 
cooler heads, of the mob that his life 
was saved. He was compelled to bcc 
for mercy from the mob and announced 
in a. loud voice that Salaner should be 
lynched. a£tcr which he was driven 
from ths mob and all attention wa- 
glven Salzner, who cried and begged 
and mumbled his sisters had killed hU 
wife.

Officers Outwit Mob Once. 


That "The Frog," as James was 


known, did not hang from the Hust- 
lers' arch at Eighth and Commercial 
streets Wednesday night instead of 
last night was due to the cleverness 
of Chief of Police Egan and Sheriff 
Davis in getting him out of the city. 
The departure of thejiorthbound Illi- 
nois Central train at 7:15 was well 
timed to the carrying out of their 
plans. At that hour scarcely a-score 
of men were about the station. 


James was hustled into the patrol 


wagon and the wagon was dashing up 
Twelfth street before the. watchers 
realized ' what had happened. 
They 


started on a run after it. 


Sheriff Davis and Deputy Fuller had 


arranged to have the train stopped at 
Fourteenth street. 
The wagon and 


the train reached Fourteenth- street- 
at the same lime. The sheriff and his 
deputy and the tr.iinmen were on the 
steps ready to assist Chief Egan and 
his men, but tho wagon had distanced 
the pursuers. 


The mob was so large here that the 


rslstanco of the officers was futile. 


Miss Pelley was an orphan girl. 22 


years old. Her home formerly was at 
Anna, III., but for two years she had 
lived with her sister. Mrs. John Coff- 
man. of Cairo. She was employed as 
a saltsglrl in a department store. 


OR Monday evening she left 
the 


store at 6 o'clock and walked with her 
chum. Ella Dolan, as far as Miss Dol- 
a.n's home. 
1303 Commercial street. 


She took a Holbrook car at Fourteenth 
and Washington streets. It was rain- 
ing, and, to avoid r. muddy stretch of 
sidewalk, she left .the car at Twenty- 
eighth and Elm streets instead of at 
Sycamore street, as was her cus- 
tom. 


Girl Attacked Near Home. 


The findin* of the handle of her 


umbrella in the front yard of the res- 


idence of Harry Lipe, at 424 Twenty- 
sixth .street, three doors from the Colt- 
man home,' indicates that this was 
where she was attacked first. It is 
supposed that "when she was confront- 
ed .she struck James with her umbrel- 
la and the handle flew into the yard. 


James was hurried on board, and the 


train pulled out as the first pursuers 
arrived. Before the rear lights of the 
train were out of sight a dozen men 
had hurried up to the telephones on 
the second floor of the freight house 
nearby and were calling Mounds and 
Anna, One of the men called a' friend 
at Mounds and urged him to notify 
the people at Anna that the negro was 
on the train.- 


When connection with Anna was 


.obtained a man there was told to or- 
ganize a mob to take James from the 
train. 


Chief Egan and his men left the 


train at Cairo Junction. The destina- 
tion of Sheriff Davis and his prisoner 
was supposed to be Murphysboro or 
Carbondale. but^a telegram from An- 
na informed him that a mob was gath- 
ering at Anna and he left the train at 
Dongola and dro.ve in the direction of 
Mill Creek, on the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad. 
A crowd of several hun- 


dred was at the depot at Anna, the 
former home of Miss telley, when the 
train reached there, but no attempt 
was made to search the train for the 
negro. 


Box Car Trains Seized by,Mob. 


A mob of 200 men seized a freight 


train here yesterday afternoon on the 
Big Four railroad and. drawn by a 
switch engine, started 
for Karnak. 


twenty-seven miles away, near which 
place Sheriff Davis, Deputy Fuller and 
the negro. "Will James, were hiding in 
the woods. 


The sheriff was seen at Karnak by 


Philip Prectorlous. a Carlo lumber- 
man. 
The sheriff bought food and 


went down the pig- Four track. A 
train passed through Karnak a little 
later and the conductor telegraphed 
back from the next station briefly that 
he had scon the deputy ana the hand- 
cuffed negro beside the railroad track 
a mile b«yond Karnak, 


When a telegram was "received ^by 


the brothers of Miss Pelley that the 
trio were In the woods there, a second 
box car train was quickly made up 
and' departed for Karnak, filled with 
men. 
These men brought the girl's 


slayer back to Cairo.

. He'w»s a lone-man, a poor man, a 
man In chains, and yet he was'the 
avant courier of a rising power that 
was to turn the tide of Roman history, 
and revolutionize the world. Had 
Nero on his ttirone been aware of the 
dynamic force ^mbodied in that, little 
travel-stained prisoner he would have 
been as profoundly, moved and great- 
ly troubled as if some foreign foe were 
thundering at his gates. But he knew 
•It not, and he continued his drunken 
revels while the city slept, . uncon- 
scious of the transformation scene 
which the entrance of that prisoner 
assured. 


. ' 
Getting a Hearing. 


It is not hard to get a hearing for 


the gospel when the seeker," like Paul, 
has the "fire in his bones." He was'a 
prisoner after a sort but was so well 
reported of .that he was allowed to 
live "for two whole years in his own 
hired house." 


But "the Word of God was not 


bound," and Paul felt that he could 
not rest without delivering his mes- 
sage. He might, have spent his time 
amid the splendid architecture, world- 
famous sculpture and historical antl-' 
quitles, but nothing of that sort could 
'divert him from his work. And hence 
within three days after ids arrival at 
Rome he calls arbund him the ~chief 


• of the Jews,-the rulers and leading 


men of the synagogues, that he might 
disarm their prejudices. 
Without a 


trace of bitterness he forgives and 
forgets the evils that had been In- 
flicted upon him. One thing must be 
said to the credit of his persecutors, 
they had not sent on to Rome their 


r evil reports and base slanders, and 


i he is assured by his countrymen there 


that they had heard nothing against 
him. 


Expotitory Preaching. 


Pcul -was not like some modem 


preachers who. take a text and preach 
—from, it He'was a splendid type ot 
that very uncommon class of divines 
•who preach expository se'rmons—the 


' fof 


all the styles of preaching. He took 
his text from the Old Testament, the 
only Bible there was in those days, 
and appeared to have no difficulty in 
finding Christ In the Gospel accord- 
ing to Moses. So captivating, evan- 
gelical, Scriptural was he In his ex- 
position, and so tremendously in earn- 
est, that he preached all day but held 
his congregation to «ae end. 
That 


was the first Gospel sermon that his 
listeners had ever heard and they- 
were so deeply stirred that they took 
BO note of time: 


A Crisis of Destiny. 


It makes BO difference who the 


preacher is, or what or how long la 
his sermon he cannot-make his hear- 
ers believe. To present the message 
Is the duty of the maa of God, to ac- 
.cept or reject it is the hearer's prero- 
gative. It la some comfort to hard- 
working modern clergymen that even 
Paul failed to convert ..he majority of 
thos« to whom he preached. 
Some 


churches seem to think that if they 
could only get Brother Sllvertongue 
for their preacher their entire congre- 
gation would be swept into the king- 
dom. 
But whoever occupies the pulpit 


this will be the verdict of history 
"Some believed the 
things 
which 


were spoken, and some believed not" 
The 'same truth produces different ef- 
fects even as the shining of the sun 
softens Ice and hardens clay. 


Promoted. 


"With this lesson the story of the 


life of Paul abruptly closes. Luke the 
amenu«nsis, very likely took the time 
tS" write it during the two years in 
which they dwelt at Rome. And Paul 
wrote many of the epistles, which are 
Incorporated In the sacred canon dur- 
ing Jthat time. Tradition says some- 
thing about release, re-arrest and 
execution after fire years more of toll. 
But the book of The Acts is the only 
certain historical guide in tracing bis 
life. 
Nevertheless, all critics agree 


that ttt* life of Paul did not extend 
over more than five years from this 
point 


On« day a small procession wended 


its way through the gates, and "Paul 
the Aged," was again 5n the aildst. 
The mightiest mind In the Christian 
church was on his way to promotion 
and .coronation. He had just penned 
his last message and was, HOW "ready 
to he offered. He had fought the good 
fight He had kept the faith. He had 
finished his course." Soon the sol- 
dlerg halt and the executioner steps 
forward.
